Following the annual meeting of the 
Red Deer liberal association on Friday 
evening a public meeting was held 


in the city hall at that town, the 
principal address being delivered by 
Hon Wilfrid Garlepy, minister of mun- 
icipal affairs, who had been specially 
invited to attend, 

Mr. Garlepy gave a_ characteristic 
account of IHberalism in general and 
the work of the Alberta government in 
particular. After gracefully acknow- 
ledging the warm welcome he had re- 
ceived, he spoke briefly in very com- 
plimentary terms of Red Deer and its 
growth during the last 20 years, He 
spoke, he said, not so much as a cab- 
{net minister or a member of parlia- 
ment, not even so munch as a liberal, 
as a fellow-citizen of the finest prov- 
ince in confederation. They all ad- 
mitted confederation had been a bless- 
ing, but the cred{t for it did not be- 
long to the conservatives wholly, as 
they often tried to make out, but very 
considerably to the great broad mind- 
ed liberal leaders, who had-introduced 
the secret ballot and abolished plural 
voting and property qualifications. 
Under Hon, Alexander Mackenzie 
they had brought all elections on on 
the same day, In short the record 
of the liberals when in power had 
been one of. useful. work, 

In Favor of Reciprocity 

He thought nine-tenth of the people 
west of thé great lakesiwere in favor 
of reciprocity, The stock argument of 
the Conservatives during the -1911 elec- 
tion campaign had been that it would 
tend to disloyalty, But since then 
they had swung around and were not 
themselves beginning to talk ft, The 
conservative Manitoba house had 
passed a resolution favoring free 
wheat, still the dominion government 
had just turned {t downs \ 

Mr Gariepy explained the A. & G. W. 
deal at some length, quoting criticisms 
of the privy council by eminent Jaw- 
yor, We defended the choice of J, D. 
McArthur as that of-a man of proved 
reliability and one whose — financial 
standing would not involve the prov- 
ince in any risk through the guaran- 
teeing of the road’s bonds. 

The speaker also made reference to 
the Town Planning act and other mat- 
ters connected with his own depart- 
ment referring to his predecessor, 
Tion, Charles Stewart, in eulogistic 
terms . He contracted the pessimism 
of the conservatives who on the elec- 
tion platforms had charged the gov- 
ernment with being bankrupt, with 
their optimism in the house, where 
they each and every one had made in- 
ordinate demands for all kinds of ex- 
penditures 

Contro! of Natural Resources 

Tn conclusion he sald they still hoped 
to get control of the natural re- 
sources of the province The history 
of this question had been a very poor 
commentary on the sincerity of the 
conservative leaders, After referring 
to “those political acrobats,” T, W. 
White and L. P, Pelletier, Mr. Gariepy 
wound up with a stirring peroration on 
the fine principles of liberalism.

RUMORS NOT CONFIRMED 
THAT FIGHTING HAPPENED 


Considerable Excitement Is 
Caused by Activity of the 
Soldiers, 


Mexico City, Feb. 7.—Troops guarded 
the palace, the arsenal and the artil- 
lery barracks throughout the night as 
the result of last night's reports that 
conspirators had planned a coup d'etat 
in the shape of a new revolt in the city 
against the government of General 
Huerta, For a time last night consid- 


erable excitement was caused by the 
activity of the soldiers and by a report 
that an outbreak had actually occurred, 
in Juadaluep, a suburb seven miles 
northeast of the capital, where fight- 
ing was said to be in progress. 

Telephone messages early today 
failed to confirm rumors of fighting. 
I twas thought that troops had been 
hurriedly sent. to the suburbs in ac- 
cordance with military plans to be in 
readiness for a possible uprising was 
responsible for the Guadalupe reports, 

General Blanquet, minister of war, 
and ohers of the military officers in 
command at the capital, were in con- 
ference during the night and it was 
naturally assumed that the military 
activities that ensued was an outcome 
of their talk. Officially it was denied 
however that the meeting was held to 
consider any plot, 

Reports about the city were that 2500 
police in. the capital were involved in 
the plot and that they had pledged 
themselves to revolt with certain of the 
troops, 

The beginning of the new revolt, ac- 
eording to the reports, was fixed for 
February 9, the anniversary of the be- 
ginning of the ten day's bombard- 
ment of the capital.

doubtful if her mother, Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, who is still in Switzerland, 
will be well enough for some months to 
resume her arduous duties of com- 
mander in chief, 


Wants Militancy Dropped. 


But Christobel, the reports have it, | 
desires to come back under conditions 
that will not necessitate frequent 
terms of Imprisonment under “the cat 
and mouse" act, Therefore it is said | 
she wants militancy dropped. In this | 
stand she has the support of many of 
the older members of the organization, 
who belleve that while militancy has

Johnny Sanderson, Native of 
the North, Pays Visit to 
Edmonton, 


STRUCK DUMB BY SIGHTS 


Indian Women, Where He 
Lives Both. Smoke and 
Chew Tobacco 


To be dropped suddenly from the 
middle of last century into this glori- 
ous, wild, luxurious and furiously 
speedy 1914 is virtually the experience 
of Johnny Sanderson, a healthy, glos- 
sy-haired, red-blooded and red-faced 
Cree Indian who arrived in the city for 
the first time yesterday. This is not 
only Johnny's first trip to Edmonton, 
but -his first to any place south of 
Iort Chipewayan, where he was born 
29 years ago and north of which !e 
has been trading, trapping, hunting 
ang fishing ever since, 

Johnny was struck dumb by the 
autos, street cars hotels, street pave- 
ments and the other metropolitan ap- 
pearances of Edmonton. He rode all 
yesterday afternoon in the street cars 
just for the sake of the ride and to 
look out the windows, not minding the 
cold in the least. He speaks English, 
French, Cree and four other Indian 
languages, so that his education has 
not been neglected probably as much 
as one would have thought. 

There are white settlers even way 
up north at Fort Resolution-on the 
Mackenzie river, from which Johnny 
came to Edmonton and where he 
spends most of his time. They grow 
potatoes and roots, but live mostly 
like the Indlans, on meat and fish. 
The Indian women up there not only 
smoke but shew tobacco, like men, 
Johnny says laughingly.

RAILWAY EARNINGS ARE 
STILL BEHIND LAST YEAR 


General Feeling 2 That Prospects 
For Future Are Very 


New York, Feb. 
Dun’s Review from branch’ offices of 
R. G Dun and company, in leading 
trade centers of the Dominion of 
Canada indicate the prevalence of ra- 
ther quiet conditions at a number of 
cities, although the general feeling is 
that prospects for the future are en- 
couraging. 

Montreal reports that no particular 
change has developed and that trade 
in most lines is moderate in volume. 

Groceries, however, are moving 
steadily and dry goods travellers are 
receiving first orders, while the mil- 
linery houses note slightly more ac- 
tivity The demands for footwear Is| 
not very brisk, but prices of leather 
remain quite firm, 

Wholesale trade at Toronto shows 
some improvement and there is a gen- 
eral return of confidences in mercan- 
tile circles, Travellers are booking 
more orders and there is a fair move- 
ment of dry goods, footwear, groceries 
and other staples. 

While more or less conservatism 
prevails In Hamilton, prospects fog 
spring trade are regarded as favorable 
and current business on the whole Js 
fair, 

In the far west and northwest, while 
few lines display marked activity, 
trading generally has been stimulated 
by more seasonable weather. 

Winnipeg reports that heavy snows 
have caused expectations of another 
arge increase in grain production and 
practically all departments have bene- 
fitted to a greater or lesser extent 
thereby. Money js easier and much 
more confidence in the future is noted. 

More seasonable weather in the 
vicinity of Edmonton has helped the 
country merchants but in the city trade 
is quiet 

Wholesale and retail trade is quict 
at Calgary, but preparations are be- 
ing made for spring which Indicates 
an expected improvement. Jobbers 
at Saskatoon report somewhat quiet 
conditions at present, although the 
situation generally is 
favorable, ; 

Retail trade at Regina is well up to 
that of a year ago and In some lines 
increase is reported, 

Colder weather at Moose Jaw has 
stimulated retail trade in winter foods, 
and while business is rather quict 
prospects are considered encouraging, 

Gross earning of all Canadian rail- 
roads reporting to date for January, 
show a decrease 13.6 per cent. as com-

TUBE CONTAINING 
RADIUM SWEPT OUT 
OF ENGLISH HOSPITAL

that a tube of radium” worth

firmary-here. It appears that the tube 
was fixed with bandages to the face 
of a paient where it was supposed to 
stay all night. In the morning it was 
gone, It was thought that it must have 
fallen out of the dressings to the floox4 
and had been swept out. The sw eepings 
filled a big cart, which was stopped in 
time. 

Professor Wilberforce, by plac ing an 
electroscope on the edge of the cart was 
able to determine that the radium wus 
there.

Over $800,000 Will Be Neces- 


sary To Carry Out 
Program, 


FACILITATE SHIPPING 
AND WHOLESALE BUSINESS 


Policy Advocated b

More than $800,000 worth of street 
paving: will be done this year to meet 
the demands of the publie in all parts 
of the city. Included in this amount 
Is work undertaken and not’ done last 
year. The amount of money required 
to be raised for paving is $731,245.61 
plus about $60,000 required to pave 
Victoria avenue as far west as Twen- 
ty-first street and plus a similar 
figure to pave Sixth, Seventh and 
Fighth streets north of Jasper, so as 
to properly serve the wholesale dis- 
trict located there, The city conneil 
passed estimates this morning for the 
1914. paving program. 

The aldermen gave very careful con- 
sideration to the paving program and 
required that no work be done that 
wis not necessary, One or two in- 
stances where there would not Ap- 
pear to be business sufficient to con- 
stitute a pressing demand for paving, 
other circumétances were presented 
Which warranted the work, For in- 
stance the improvement of Fifth ave- 
nne north through the university 
grounds jis being done in considera- 
tion of this edneational institution 
and further as a result of an agree- 
ment by the city to provide this work 
in return for a 100 foot right of way 
through the grounds as well as a 14- 
font strip along another thoroughfare, 
Troperty affected furthermore pays the 
cost as In all cases. 

Victoria Should Be Paved 

When the engineering department 
Intl its estimates on the council 
table ,there were provisions for pay- 
Ing Victoria avenue only as far west 
as Eleventh street, The department 
argued that this would let the traf- 
fic past the subway on Victoria Alder- 
man Clarke declared that Victoria 
khontd be paved as far west nas pos- 
sible, as Jasper was the only street 
leading west and the traffic on that— 
with the street car double track—was 
Kreatly congested. We opined that 
the subway Js already more or less 
dangerous, 

Mayor McNamara aareeat with 
Alderman Clarke and the entire ad- 
Ministration assembled seemed to be 
in tune 

When Alderman H. R. Smith sug- 
xested that provision be made for pav- 
ing Sixth street from Athabasca to Mc- 
Kenzie, Seventh street from Jasper to 
McKenzie and Righth street from Peac c 
to MeKenzie, he met with support from 
Aldermen and the mayor. It was 
further suggested and agreed that the 
provision should be made for paving 
McKenzie avenue as much as possible 
from Virst street to Tenth street. Ald- 
erman Campbell desired to see provis- 
jon made and he was supported by his 
fellow aldermen, ‘Therefore provision 
is made for McKenzie, 

Help Wholesale Business. 

The pavement program in this parti- 
cular section of the city is an effort 
to do everything possible to facilitate 
the shipping and wholesale business. 
Edmonton has been sorely handicapped 
in this regard and the 1914! administra- 
tion is curing that trouble forthwith. 

In pursuance of the policy of Com. 
missioner Chalmers and the engineering 
department which has been advocated 
by them for several years, Namayo will 
be Improved to the extent of haying 
a rondway paved as far north as the 
irand Trunk tracks.

The program seems to pretty well 
cover what is actually required in fin- 
ishing up incompleted work, in meet- 
ing actual demand, and in connecting 
up stub ends, 

Boulevarding Work Contemplated. 

There will be no new boulevarding 
work done this year, according to the 
present attitude of the city council, 
The estimates show that there is much 
work started last year and not com- 
pleted. The city council this morning 
failed to give these estimates atten- 
tion owing to the large amount of time 
required by the paving estimates. The 
boulevard estimates called for raising 
but $13,969.77 additional funds, while 
there is on hand to expend in this 
work this year $17,079.79. 

Concrete walk estimtaes  preSented 
to the council for consideration called 
for $71,994.82, while there is recom- 
mended to be done work to the amount 
of $115,508.11, This difference — is 
brought about by work provided for 
but not done last year, 

Plank walk construction will be giv- 
en considerable attention this year In 
providing sidewalks to those various 
districts where people huve been re- 
siding and compelled to wade through 
the mud to reach an improved thor- 
oughfare. The sum of $87,308.59 rep- 
resents the work programmed on the 
the estimates, All parts of the ctiy are 
Leing taken care of in this respect. 

Sections of the city which have not 
yet seen the color of any improvement 
will be able to have streets graded this 
year, The estimates provide for this 
work the sum of $47,164.42, And itus 
not unlikely that the council will aug- 
ment these preliminary estimates 
when they are up for consideration. 
Alderman Sheppard intimated that he 
desired to see considerable grading 
done this year in some sections of the 
citv heretofore untouched. 

The council will meet again Monday 
morning to further consider estimates,

It is not always realized that the 
Scoutmaster usually commences -his 
work under many difficulties, He has’ 
at times to learn that boyhood must 
nlways be present in his manhood, if 
he would attain success, He has in 
many cases’ to journey back over the 
years to pick up again the things he 
thought it convenient to drop out of 
his life when he left school. But, at 
the same time he has to remember that 
his manhood must not become’ sub- 
servient to his boyhood, ‘ 

One is often struck with the indi- 
viduality of the Scoutmaster, Wher- 
ever several are found together the 
thought comes: “These surely are not 
separate parts which banded together 
would make a whole? Even in the 
matter of dress they ure all different! 
Even in the conduct of their troops 
they are traveling along different 
roads, and the results attained are al- 
ways varied, 

And yet’ we would not have them 
turned out after one pattern, Indi- 
viduality is our birthright, and it must 
not be sold, It will, however, be 
agreed that there are leading virtues 
which should be in the possession of 
all, 

Every Scoutmaster should be an op- 
timist, “To lose hope is to fail The 
point where most men will flounder 
is the point where the Scoutmaster 
should most truly become himself, He 
should never be content with the sec- 
ond best, 

In most troops there is at least one 
lad seemingly incorrigible, His heart 
is nearly always sound, although his 
head be—for the moment—turned, 
and in a year or two he will laugh 
openly at himself. The optimist will 
take courage, he will be heartened be- 
cause he sees the lad who is seemingly 
hopeless, not as he is now, but as he 
will be when the training is completed, 

“There is so much good in the worst 


of us.” The optimist will look on 
the best side. He will never: say 
die. He will never lose heart. 


“Behind the clouds the sun js still 
shining.” \ Every Scoutmaster should 
be an enthusiast. He should be both 
an inventor and manufacturer, It is 
enthusiasm that counts and not num- 
bers In the journey to success, Lax 
methods in the Scoutmaster will al- 
ways be copied by the troop, and, 
When the fire of eagerness dies low, 
it is time to put up the shutters, 

To sip off uniform is not to be re- 
lieved of duty, The Scoutmaster who 
attains most success will know some- 
thing concerning each Scout other 
than the seant knowledge gained in 
the club room. -He will do more good 
in the club room when he Understands | 
the home conditions under which each 
boy lives, 

Mathusiasm is contagious, and when | 
the enthusiasm of the whole troop is} 
aroused, who dares foretell the result? 
If you have ability for games, work | 
minagement, study or anything that} 
tends to success, give it full play, It| 
matters not whether others have done| 
things your way, ff you build your} 
house after your own ideas, but with} 
the principles of the movement for, 
your foundation, you are the wanted 
man, . 

An enthusiast is never in a hurry | 
for success, Welgh well the result, 
of actions, for it is hard .to cover | 
ground once trod. Let every action! 
in the troop be Courageous, well-judg- 
ed and planned, The Scouts will do | 
the rest. If you lay the foundation 
you may reasonably expect the troop 
to build the house, But recklessness 
{In enthusiasm is’ ephemeral and if 
adopted, the house will speedily'fall. | 

A successful Scoutmaster is a tact- 
ful man, He will take advantage of 
all honest effort, and.will not be un- 
inindful) or’ unkindly. disposed toward

It is, however, patent to every 
Scoutmaster ‘that there is a host of 
things to be taught which are outside 
the pale of the average leader, But 
the director we have in mind is the 
director of character, It is your priv-

for your wisdom and energy. You 
must not,, however, be downeast if 
you see little return at first. The 


building of character is always slow 
and uphill work, There are many op- 
portunities which conspire to give you 
the chance of starting young feet on 
that hard, grey road which leads to 
success. Let it be sufficient for 
you to know that you have done your 
duty.
